Introduction 



this vol tm contains a revised edition of the Basic Educational Skills 
(B£S) Language Arts SkfTIs T^ntlhutin to~tte used as a tool for Individ- 
ualizing instruction for BES students. 

This effort 1$ an ongoing endeavor which began during the 1979-80 school 
year. A qonnlttee of grade level teachers from the /Imarlllo BES sites 
of Sanborn and Hamlet Elementary Schools defined a comprehensive set of 
leamer objectives for each grade level. Head Start through sixth grade. 
These learner objectives were correlated to the instructional objectives 
set by Anarlllo Indep&ident School District. All classroon teachers at 
tiie site schools were Involved In the validation of the Learner Performance 
Enabling Objectives (EO). , 

This revision Includes furthen correlations made by the Language Arts 
CoHM il lUie o f Ui e $l>. I T1s ass e ssed a t C ra dgg 3, 5 and Exit level through 
tiie Texas Assessment of Basic Skills (TABS) to learner performance at 
each grade level. 

This Skills Continuum Is still considered a\ork1ng copy. It Is prob- 
able that additions, modifications and refinements will take place 
as the performance of the learner Is assessed at eac!) grade, level, thus 
determining Individual stud&it profiles of strengths and weg^kness. 

Current research data proves that mastery of any skill Is developed in 
direct ratio to time spartt on task. The 1d&it1f1ed Learner Objectives 
(EO's) are the bases upon »^1ch the Home Lesson Library Is being developed.. 
Home Lessons are actlvlties-wjtlch Involve parent and child as one way to 
provide more time on task to reinforce specific learner skills and guar- 
antee parents a partnership In the education of their children. 
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The Skills Continuun has been organized by currlculun areas and coded by 
a computer code. 

Fo^ ^ach curriculum area, global skills have been identified across grade 
levels as Progr^n Goals and coded P.G. 

For each Program Goal, (PG) Terminal Program Objectives have been Identified 
across grade levels and coded TPO. ^ 

Specific grade level Enabling Objectives have been Identified for each 
Terminal Program Objective and coded £0. 

All Learner Objectives (EO) have been customized by AISO objectives and 
have been' correlated to all TABS objectives.

The first set of 2 digits of the £0 Identifies tiie currlculimi area. 
01 language Arts, 02 Mathematics, 03 Science. 

The second set of 2 digits of the EO refers to the Program Goal (PS). 

The third set of 2 digits refers to the TeAninal Program Objective (TPO) 
specific to the Program Goal identified. 

The fourth 5§t of 2 digits refers to the grade level. Learner Objectives 
for Head Start are coded srade 99. Kindergarten Objectives are coded 
00. Each grade thereafter is coded a 2 digit nimber as .01 for first 
grade,. 02 for second grade 06 for sixth grade. 

The last 2 diaits refer to the specific learner Performance Enabling 
Objective (EO). 

Objectives at each grade level correlated with the TABS objectives are 
indicated by double asterisks {**) and TABS grade level assessments.
